TAXING RAILWAYS 

A few days ago attention was called 
to tlie reports sabnaitted by tlie Railway 
Taxntion CommisRion to tho Ontario 

I;< ^'islaiiiro ill wliicli it was proposed to 
lux railway luid transportatiou compnii- 
its throe per cent, on tho cross returns 
of traffic. A very strong objection lias 
tieen raised to this, not on the ground 
llmt till' railway sliould escape taxation, 
l)iit oil the principle involved. One n«'Ws- 
papor asks why it should be oousidercd 
necessary to tax the railways, beyond 
the niuuieipal taxation upon real estate 
aind buildiiif-'S, ta.xiitinn, wliiidi is not reil- 
Jy ta.vatioii, seeint; that the nniiiiripali- 
'ti<'S supply, or are supposed to, yaiiie 
for the amount received. It is stated 
tliat this proposal to tax the railways 
.'jyiins.-^ from t!ie popular inis''oncoptiiii- 
lh:il the shareholders pay the taxation. 
As a matter of fact, it is not. It is paid 
iby the people using the railwsys. It is, 
says the Montreal Gazette, -taxatiou 
whicli stands between them and and any 
jiatiiral reduction in rates. The gravest 
objection in our mind, however, to the 
(proposed form of taxation Is that it is 
levied upon business merely passing 
through the Province wiiieh in a way 
affects tho I'rovince of Ontario, and for 
which it is in no way responsible. For 
instance, why should -wheat going from 
tho ^Northwest, -which happeus to pass 
'through Ontario, en route to Montreal 
and Great Britain, pay tribute to the On- 
tario treasury or why .should freifh', j 
pas.suig ^rom one pTOYiiice to nuQther bO 
liable to such imposts? This is clearly 
an. interference with trade and commerce 
ond it is a serious Question whether a 
liroviuce has the riglit to impose such 
taxation. To -^vork out the problem to 
a logical conclusion we may assume that 
all the provinces of the Dominion might 
adopt a similar principle. When the 
two new proviru'cs are formed, there will 
,1)0 nine provinces in all. Let us con- 
Bider the situation from that point ot 
Tiew: A carload of freight originates 
In Prince Edward Island, goes to Hali- 
fax, tlirough New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Ontario, Maiiituba,, S.iskateliowaii, Al- 
iberta, and is linally landed in Victoria. 
British Columbia. If each province 
were to impose three per cent, on the 
gloss value of the carload in question as 
ta:,;itinii. 1 y tlie time it had reached Vic- 
toi.a it would have paid to tho various 
ticasiu-K-s twenty-seven per cent. The 
proposition has only to be placed in that 
light to show how wrong in iiriiieiple it 
is. Wliatcvor may be the defects of liie 
piesciit system there seems to be no pr.i«- 
tii al way of taxing a railway Other than 
ujioii its iiiupcriy -within tlie province, 
whetlier the taxation is imijosed by the 
province or tlie iiuiiii<-ipalilics, ' llirongh 
which the railway pusses. It would not 
be fair all round to tax a railway upon 
its income, because in that cass the rail- 
way company would only be taxable al 
its head oUice and the head ofliccs of the 
two main lines of Canada are in Mon- 
treal. Montreal, or the Province ot 
Quebec, would reap the entire benelit of 
tho taxable income of the.se two com- 
ipanies for the whole of Canada. The 
only prai-tical method, t luTcfore, is, as 
etiiicd, til tax the property of tin; com- 
IKUiy where it is foiiiid, sueli as the 
buildings, road bed, rolling stpck, etc., 
etc. .Sir (.'harles Rivers-Wilson thinks 
it would be most unfair for Ontario to 
lax llie (Iraiid Trunk Railway bec.-ui.si; 
the Grand Trunk itaihvay has doiu; .so 
much for Ontario. That is decidedly an 
-unbusinesslike view and should have no 
consideration. Having; once a rri ved at 
an c(|iiilalile basis of taxation, ii sIkpiiIiI 
be given effect without reference to any- 
thing else. 



LIVING UP TO THE PLATFORM. 

When the jiresent novernment of Oii- 
tai-iii went into power it did so having 
the supperi o( a large niiiiiber of Liber- 
als as well as Coiiservaiives. Premier 
Whitney took olliee opiiosed to many of 
the abuse.^ -which arose during the Ross 
administration. ineliKling the evils of the 
spoils system. Throughout Ontario, 
>among Conservative <-irr'les, there is a 
disposiliciii to resent the attitude of tho 
new Government. It is hold that pre- 
vious Liberal administrations having flll- 
od the ollleos with party heelers, many 
of whom oontiniied to lie partizans in 
olliee, and having .■iilininistered the af- 
fairs of tlie country on the spoils system, 
tho government should make a clear, 
sweep of the olUccs and recognize the 
priiicijile of parly patronage to the full. 
Thai the Goveninienl is Kinndiiig lirni 
to its plaiforin. is very evident from a 
circular which has been issued by Hon. 
W. J. Hniinn, Provincial Secretary, to 
lieen le inspectors and the boards of li- 
<'eiise coiiinlissioiiers throiighdut Ontario. 
They are reiiiindod that in no case must 
they allow political, cousiderations to in- 
^flucnce their decisions. They are not 
liene.itted lo be indiienced by <'oniniitl.->es 
or p.'irtizans assiiniiiiir lo ilircct the board 
«.s lo what licenses should bo issueil. 
Any.llccnBO obtained in this way will be 
uliseontinucd. It is stafed that "the 
-Government is .lineerely aiixiou.'< that 
Ihc lii-<iise laws sliiill be strictly adiniii- 
jstered and on u iion-partiz(in batiis" and 
' ofllclals are .^i)?gc{,ed , to....,tt4p>inl8t^ tho 
law wifir tllht ;cnd ' Jir view. They arc 
Inntrtieted Hint where tho niimher of ap- 
plicants cxcwds the uunihor of licoii.iea 
to be grar.ted, those 'applicants wlio aro 
personally ti>c''ni6st 'defltrable, and whose 



'hotels are Ihr- best appointed rind the 
most suitable for tho public aceonimoda- 
tion are always to bo preferred. In- 
.ispectors are ..p'n joined to make fair and 
impartial reports in every instance. 

The circular proceeds: "There are 
many places called hotels which are 
merely drinking places, the bar being 
made the first'considcration, and the ne- 
commdddtion for inn^ rind beast biit sec- 
ondary. Make the licenses of such places 
live up to tho requirements or refuse the 
licenses. Make them keep hotel." Rigid 
enforcement of the law i» to bo faith- 
fully carried out in every district.' 

So far as the leiiipel'aiu-i; plank of the 
Whitney platlonn is concerned, the Gov- 
ernment lias made u good start. The 
policy is sound in ev^ery particular and 
will Jjave much better Effect throughout 
the country than a prohibition or local 
option law imperfectly carried out. 

THE ETHICS OF ADVERTISING. 

The Anaconda Standard has an editor- 
ial on advertising in "-liich it deals gen- 
erally with the iiielhods of advortlsinp 
now in vogue by churche;., professional 
and public onen, in which it says that 
"one of the distinguishing features of 
present day life, as compared with life 
and industry a geiieraliou ago, is tho 
development of logitimnte newspaper ad- 
vertising and tlie change adopted to- 
wards it by professional men." Accord- 
ing to prevailing eii, "s it is not con- 
sidered profess:o';a; . .i- iloctors and law- 
yers to advertise. The medical profes- 
sion is particularly insistent on tliat 
score, upon what real grounds of prin- 
cijile we cannot say. Why it should be 
eeiisidered unprof essioiii-.l for a doctor to 
iiiser' his card in the paper or to adver- 
tise himself as a specialist iu some par- 
ticular disease, it is dillicult to coiiipre- 
lieiiil. .\ man's profession is his calliiig 
in life and upon it he depends for his 
living. Xo professional muu will say he 
entered liis profession purely for the pui- 
Iiose of benefitting nmukind or advanc- 
ing srieni-e. ImiIut one of these or both 
may hav(.' been incidentally strong in- 
ducements, but, in the majority of cases, 
at least, a profession means a livelihood, 
and -while the medical profession, as a 
whole, professes a horror of advertising, 
it is a matter of coinnion knowledge that 
very few physicians but are willing to 
receive mention in the press, if, as the 
Standard suggests, such mention creates 
tho impression that they aro skilled'prac- 
tiouers whoso services are in active de- 
mand. When a physician puts up his 
sliingle should he be prohibited from let- 
ting the world know it by a standing 
announcement in the newspaper? 

Continuing to discuss this subject, our 
contemporary points out tliat until witli- 
in recent years it was an unheard of 
thing for a minister to ndverlisje th(i> ser- 
vices of his church or the subject of his 
sermons. Today it is the most common 
tiling in the world to include advertising 
bills among their current exiienses. Pas- 
tors and managers of eliurches have 
found by exiierieiiee lliat it pays to ad- 
vertise, pays in both a spiritual and ma- 
terial sense. Increased publicity brings 
larger congregations which tend to in- 
crease the linaiicial support of the cluirch 
and to bring a larger number \>ilhin its 
intluonee. ^Needless to say. it is not 
necessary for a minister to parade him- 
self or to adopt the ordinary methods of 
couimcreial udv<'rtising, but he can ad- 
vertise judiciousl}-, that is to say, he can 
make announcement of what he wishes 
the people to know through tho columns 
of the newspaper without loss of dignity 
and with benefit to the church. 

Kvoii politicians understand and ap- 
preciate the value of newspaper space. 
The Anaconda Standard says that Gov 
crnor Douglas of Massachusetts is a case 
ill point.

It is asked if tlie railway in (lues- 
tiou is not a I'roviueial asset, what is it, 
and the Ottawa Pree'Press, in an effort 
at facctiousness, states that if it is not 
au asset it must be something else. "Is 
it fish, fowl, or beast of the hold?" 't 
(luerios. Col. Mathesou, in dealing with 
the matter as ho has, has simply follow- 
ed the example of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, which does not include tlic In- 
tercolonial as an asset. It does not pay, 
and as it returns nothing to tho treasury 
above Its cost, it can only be regarded as 
an asset in a negative way. Public 
buildings, bridges, parks, roads, are all 
assets in a sense. They are necessities 
which have cost money to produce and 
are of benefit to the community which 
they serve, but tlioy are not rcgasded iu 
a financial statement as assets because 
they are not realizable. We question, 
however, if a railway is au exact par- 
allel. It could be. sold for soiuelliiug, if 
not for what it cost— for a half, or third, 
or some other sum. In any event the 
Teniiskaming railway cannot be regard- 
ed as an asset valued at .$5,000,000 until 
it is able lo pay interest on au invest- 
ment of tliat amount, and Col. Mathesou 
is probably wise in eliminating It for the 
present.

Thesi- £m) .■sliare.s are now worth 
about £'Mo, and we are uow buying them 
up, offerln)! as an inducement to the hold- 
ers i.'KK) shares of corporation stock bi ar- 
ing three per cent, luteretst for every share 
of the gas annuities. Within tlie pa-^l two 
jenrs we have secured a lar.L'e anio'iul, 
a, 1(1 It is 111" luli-ulion lo wli 



contribute to tlie utility earning the profit 
much more than the rich man. Duriu-,' the 
eleven years that I have heen connected 
with the electricity conimltteo our invest- 
ed capital has Increased from £300,000 to 
il,oOO,(KX», and we are installing this fall 
two of the largest turbine engines In 
Great Hrltain. ne feature of the derelop- 
ment of the cicctrical plant has been that 
the Increase In the use of gas has not been 
affected."
